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Parking District Fate Rests 
With City Hall Action 


Downtown auto parking facilities will be provided if a 
document to be filed with the Upland city council tonight is 
eventually approved. 


It is generally conceded that fate of the downtown busi- 
ness district will be determined in settlement of the parking 
issue — either there will be major buisiness expansion or 
deterioration will be speeded. With realization of the program, 
several major additions are scheduled. Specifically, the McMa- 
han Furniture Co. will buy the Upland Presbyterian church 
site at Ninth St. and Euclid Ave. — if the parking district is 
realized. Other major additions to the downtown area are 
also tentatively planned “when and if” the parking lots are 
provided. 


It is noteworthy that downtown property values have 
increased very considerably in recent months — due very 
definitely to the prospect of the parking district being formed. 
Some transactions have been completed — and owners of 
other property have refused to sell at prices far higher than 
the values of two years ago. 


The situation, of course, will change if the parking dis- 
trict is not realized. 


Total cost of acquiring land for the parking lots, removing 
the houses that are now on the sites and in laying the pave- 
ment and installation of lights, plus interest, will cost slightly 
more than $200,000. This is payable over a 15-year period. 


The one big obstacle in realization of the proposal is the 
“human” element. Some owners of downtown property do 
not believe the district is mecessary and others believe their 
share of the cost is too heavy. In a large project such as this, 
it is not surprising to have a difference of opinion. While mem- 
bers of the Upland city council have the final decision, they 
will carefully consider all expressions of objections and care- 
fuly analyze the “Pros” and “Cons.” 


Public hearings will be held later this summer and all per- 
sons involved are assured of having ample opportunity to ob- 
ject or support the proposal. Incidently, a sizable majority 
of persons and property owners are in favor of the parking 
program. It is possible, however, for a vocal minority to de- 
velop a lot of noise. Even legal action has been hinted to ob- 
struct the project. 


A, scientific engineering “formula” has been used in 
placing the costs on each individual lot within the proposed 
parking assessment district. The official assessed valuation 
figures on the land have been used as the basis in spreading 
the costs for the proposed improvement. Also considered, was 
the location of the parcels in relationship to the actual park- 
ing lots. 


Everthing possible has been done by leaders in the move- 
ment to help bring into reality this recognized need. It is now 
up to all owners of property within the district — and the city 
council. 


Enough protests from enough people could “kill” the 
proposal. And in killing the proposal, they would go a long 
ways in curtailing development in the long-established central 
business area. 


, On the other hand, approval of the proposal will result 
in giving the downtown area, new hope, expansion and great- 
er facilities to meet the new opportunities that are ahead. 


New Football League Might 
Clear Up Pacific Coast Muddle 


While only a few local people may be actually affected 
by the final outcome of the Pacific Coast conference football 
squabble, every pérson is more or less concerned with what is 
going to happen to the sport, the players and the league. 


One thing is certain, opinion is divided and the metro- 
politan newspaper sports writers are going to be busy on this 
subject for many months, 


If ever a California college conference should be formed, 
it seems that now is the opportune time. It isn't easy to break 
away from one conference and start a new one but eventually 
this procedure will have to be done. Now that Gov. Knight 
has taken the lead in the movement, it might more easily be 
done now than at some other time. 


The four major California colleges could more easily pro- 
vide top competition for their teams — and for the public, 
rather than to continue the present policy of including the 
present Oregon and Washington conference members.

Under Way 


A $2,000,000 channeling project 
is underway in San Antonio 
creek, from Holt Blvd. south, the 
Army corps of engineers announc- 
ed this week. The 3% mile con- 
struction, which will follow the 
present creek bed in the main, is 
expected to be completed in Jan- 
uary. 

This is the first part of a major 
three-year channel project con- 
necting the San Antonio dam and 
Prado dam, which: when com- 
pleted will allow easier control 
of flood waters, engineers said. 

The channel will be 25-feet at 
the bottom, with 12-foot walls.
